ment lies the hope of permanent 
peace. 
The constitution propos­ 
ed is most disappointing in this 
regard, 
for a careful study gives 
us little 
right to believe 
that 
there will 
be any disarmament 
among the strong powers.” 
The Iowa senator proposed con­ 
stitution would centralize all the 
benefits of a peaceful settlem ent 
of disputes between nations co n ­ 
firmatively destroy the national 
structure and commit the United 
States to a course which must end 
in

disaster.” 
Some of the provisions, he a s­ 
serted, were in direct conflict with 
the United States constitution and

Analyzing the principal provi­ 
sions of the league’s constitution 
Senator Cummins said article ten

The league’s provision for m an­ 
datories was attacked by Mr. Cum­ 
mins as "the grossest violation of 
our powers under the constitu­ 
tion.”

U. S. M ust Adopt Plan 
To 
Save 
Europe, 
Says President 


(By The Associated Press.) 
WASHINGTON. 
Feb. 
2 6.— 
President W ilson told members of 
the congressional foreign relations 
com m ittees tonight that unless the 
United States entered tile league 
of nations the league would fall 
and chaos and turmoil beyond de­ 
scription would result in Europe. 
Views of Republican members op­ 
posing the league constitution as 
reported to the peace conference 
apparently were not changed by 
the conference. 
Will Not Allect Monroe Doctrine. 
President 
Wilson denied 
that 
the league plan would interefere 
with the Monroe* Doctrine, declar­ 
ing that the doctrine would be 
guaranteed 
by all the members 
powers in the world society. 
The president was said to have 
beld that the mandatories in the 
constitution were not compulsory, 
hut required the consent of the 
nations to which the mandatory 
was assigned. 
Senators said he expressed the 
[opinion that 
the 
United States 
would desire to become a man­ 
datory for Armenia. 
On the question of American 
sovereignty, the 
president 
was 
said to have taken the position 
that recession of American sover­ 
eignty was not a new preoendent, 
being an incident of every treaty. 
Chairman Hitchcock of the sen­
